THE ARMED FORCES HEADQUARTERS CLERICAL SERVICE (COMPETITIVE 
EXAMINATION) REGULATIONS, 1969 

S.R.O. 109 . — In pursuance of rule 11 of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Clerical Service Rules, 1969, the Central Government, after consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These regulations may be called the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service (Competitive Examination) Regula- 
tions, 1969- 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2, Definitions. — (1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) "available vacancies” means the vacancies in the Lower Division Grade 
of the Service which are decided to be filled on the results of an 
examination; 
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(b) “examination” means a competitive examination held by the Commission 

for direct recruitment to the Lower Division Grade of the Service, 
and to posts of Lower Division Clerks in such Services, departments, 
or offices, as may be notified from time to time by the Central 
Government; and 

(c) "Scheduled Castes” and "Scheduled Tribes” shall have the meanings 

assigned to them respectively by clauses (24) and (25) of article 366 
of the Constitution of India. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined 
herein shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Clerical Service Rules, 1968. 

3. Holding of examination. — (1) The examination shall be conducted by the 
Commission in the manner notified from time to time by the Central Government. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Conditions of eligibility. — In order to be eligible to compete at the examina- 
tion, a candidate must satisfy the following conditions, namely: — 

(i) Nationality — 

(a) He must be a citizen of India, or 

(b) He must belong to such categories of persons as may, from time to 

time, be notified in this behalf by the Central Government. 

(ii) Age. — He must have attained the age of 18 years and must not have 
attained the age of 21 years, on the first day of January of the year in which 
the examination is held; 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed In respect of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and such other cate- 
gories of persons as may from time to time be notified in this behalf by the 
Central Government by general or special order to the extent and subject to the 
conditions notified in respect of each category, 

(iii) Educational Qualifications. — He must have passed the Matricul lion 
Examination of a University incorporated by an Act of the Central or State 
Legislature in India, or an examination held by a State Education Board at the 
end of Secondary School Course for the award of a School Leaving, Secondary 
School or High School Certificate, or otherwise must possess any qualification 
recognised by the Central Government as equivalent thereto; 

Provided that in exceptional cases, a candidate who, though not possessing 
any of the qualifications specified in this clause, may be treated by the Com- 
mission as qualified if he has passed such examinations conducted by any other 

Institution as are in the opinion of the Commission, of a standard sufficient to 
justify his admission to the examination. 

(iv) Attempts at the examination. — Unless covered by any of the exceptions 
notified from time to time by the Central Government in this behalf, he should 
not already have competed more than once at the examinations held after the 
1st January, 1961. 

(v) Fees. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions or both as may be 

notified from time to time in this behalf by the Central Government, he shall 

pay the fees specified by the Commission. 

5. Canvassing of candidature— Any attempt on the part of a candidate to 
obtain support for bis candidature by any means, may be held by the Commis- 
sion to be a conduct which would disqualify him for admission to the examination. 

6. Decision as to eligibility, — -The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination shall be final and 
no candidate to whom a certificate of admission has not been Issued by the Com- 
mission shall be admitted to the examination. 

7. Results, — (1) The names of the candidates who are considered by the Com- 
mission to be suitable for appointment on the results of the examination shall 
be arranged in the order of merit and subject to the provisions of sub-regulations 
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(5) and (6) of regulation 8, they shall be recommended for appointment in that 
order upto the number of appointments decided to be made. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the results of the examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided by the Commission in their discretion 
and the Commission shall not enter into any correspondence with the individual 
candidates regarding the results. 

8. Appointments. — (1) Success in the examination shall confer no right to 
appointment in the Lower Division Grade of the Service unless the Central 
Government is satisfied after such inquiry as may be considered necessary, that 
the candidate is suitable in all respects for appointment to the public service. 

(2) No candidate shall be appointed to the Lower Division Grade of the 
Service unless he is after such medical examination as the Central Government 
may prescribe, found to be free from any mental or physical defect which is 
likely to interfere with the discharge of the duties of the Service. 

(3) No person who has more than one wife living or who, having a spouse 
living, marries in any case In which such marriage is void by reason of Its taking 
place during the life time of such spouse, and no woman whose marriage is 
void by reason of the husband having a wife living at the time of such marriage 
or who has married a person who has a wife living at the time of such marriage, 
shall be eligible for an appointment on the results of the examination: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this sub- 
regulation. 

(4) Save as provided in sub-regulations (5) and (6), appointments to the 
Lower Division Grade of the Service on the results of any examination shall be 
made to the extent of the available vacancies, in the order of merit of the candi- 
dates recommended by the Commission for appointment, subject to reservations 
for the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
and for ex-Servicemen in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government in this behalf from time to time. 

(5) Candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
who are considered by the Commission to be suitable for appointment on the 
results of the examination with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of 
administration shall be eligible to be appointed to the vacancies reserved for them 
irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the examination. 

(6) Ex-Servicemen who are considered by the Commission to be suitable for 
appointment on the results of the examination shall be eligible to be appointed 
to the vacancies reserved for them irrespective of their ranks in the order of 
merit at the examination: 

Provided that ex-Servicemen belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes who are considered by the Commission to be suitable for 
appointment on the results of the examination with due regard to the mainten- 
ance of efficiency of administration shall be eligible to be appointed to the 
vacancies that may be reserved for them out of the quota of vacancies reserved 
for ex-servicemen, irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination. 

(7) (i) Candidates shall have to pass, if not already passed, one of the 
periodical typewriting tests in English or Hindi held by the Commission at a 
minimum speed of 30 words in English or 25 words in Hindi, per minute within 
a period of one year from the date of appointment, failing which no annual 
increment shall be allowed to them until they have passed the said test; and 

(ii) Candidates who do not pass the said typewriting test within the period, 
of probation shall be liable to be discharged from service. 

9. Penalty for impersonation or other misconduct. — A candidate who is or has 
been declared by the Commission guilty of impersonation or of submitting 
fabricated documents or documents which have been tampered with or of making 
statements which are incorrect or false or of suppressing material information 
or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 'for obtaining 
admission to the examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair means in 
the examination hall, or of misbehaviour in the examination hall, or of being 
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found to have in his possession or accessible to him unauthorised papers, books 
or notes etc., In the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable 
to criminal prosecution, 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period — - 

(1) by the Commission from admission to any examination or appearance 
at any interview held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(it) by the Central Government from employment under it; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules, if he is 

already in service under the Government.

S.K.O. 110, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the Non-Gazetted Class III posts in the Air Force. 

1. Short title and commencement. — (l) These rules may be called the Civilian 
M. T. Drivers Grade I and II (Class III Non-Gazetted) Recruitment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Gfildal 
Gazette. 


., 2 Application.— These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of

,. 3 - Classification and scales of pay.— The classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 and 3 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method 
of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 
shall be as specified in columns 4 to 12 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the general orders of the Central Govern- 
ment Issued from time to time.

SJt.O. 113. — The following bye-laws made by the Cantonment Board, Nasirabad 
In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (26) and clause (26) of section 282 
and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) for rendering necessary 
licences for persons practising as nurses, midwives and dais within the Nasirabad 
Cantonment and for prescribing the fee payable for such licences and the conditions 
subject to which such licences may be granted, suspended, or withdrawn is hereby 
published for general information, the same having been previously published and 
having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by 
sub-section (1) of section 284 of the Act, namely: — 

Bye-laws regulating the control of nurses, midwives and dais in the Nasirabad 

Cantonment. 

1. Definitions — In these bye-laws: — 

(a) ‘Board’ means the Cantonment Board, Nasirabad. 

(b) “nurse”, “midwife”, or “dai” means may woman who habitually and 

for gain attends woman in child birth; 

(c) ‘licensee’ means any person to whom a licence to practise as a nurse, 

midwife or dai has been granted under these bye-laws: 

(d) ‘Medical Officer’ means the Senior Executive Medical Officer of the 

Nasirabad Cantonment, or such Military Medical Officer as he may 
appoint. 

2. No woman shall practise as a nurse, midwife or dai within the Cantonment 
except under a license granted by the Board in this behalf in the form appended 
to these bye-laws. 

3. A fee of fifty palse shall be charged for every licence granted under bye- 
laws 2- 

4. A license under bye-law 2 shall not be granted unless the applicant satisfies 
the Medical Officer that she is in a fit state of health, is sufficiently trained and 
bears a good character. 

5. Every licence granted under bye-law 2 shall be subject to the following con- 
ditions, namely:— 

(a) The licensee shall keep herself scrupulously clean and neatly dressed- 

(b) When attending a patient, the licensee shall wear clean clothes of a 

washable material, and shall not attend another case before changing 
the clothes she has worn at the previous case. 

(c) The licensee shall, on a professional call, take with her a box contain- 

ing the following Instruments and applicances: — 

One knife, one paii of scissors, one cake of carbolic soap, one towel 
silk thread disinfecting lotion, boric power, boric cotton and tinc- 
ture of iodine. 

(d) The licensee shall sterlise her instruments, and shall wash her hands 

and arms with a disinfectant before attending a case. 

(e) In every case In which complications may have arisen in the mother or 

child the licensee shall at once take steps to obtain the services of a 
qualified doctor or report the matter to the Medical Officer- 

(f) The licensee shall not follow any occupation which is likely to be a 

source of infaction or danger to the mother or child she is attending. 

(g) The licensee shall not refuse to attend a case without reasonable cause 

and shall not demand a fee higher than that prescribed, by the Board 
in this behalf. . . ", , „ '•

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(h) That licensee shall comply with all the orders passed by the Medical 
Officer and shall obey all the Instructions which he may from time to 
time issue as to attendance on a patient in child birth and the treat- 
ment and care of the child- 

8- The Medical Officer shall periodically examine every licensee’s box and the 
instruments and the appliances mentioned in clause (c) of bye-law 5. The licensee 
shall keep her outfit complete and in good order. 

7- In the first year from the commencement of these bye-laws, all persons 
practising as nurse, midwives, or dais in the Cantonment, shall present themselves 
before the Medical Officer and shall be bound to produce before him, all evidence 
of training and experience that he may deem necessary. The names of all such 
approved persons shall be forwarded by the Medical Officer to the Board for issue 
of a licence under bye-law 2. 

S. Nothing in these bye-laws shall apply to a woman doctor holding the diploma 
of a recognised University, Medical School or, College in India or abroad showing 
that she has passed the prescribed examination in midwifery or to a woman posses- 
sing a certificate granted by a recognised institution. 

9. A licence granted under these bye-laws may be revoked by the Board on 
the recommendation of the Medical Officer fpr breach of any of the conditions, 
thereof, or for any mal-practlee, negligence or misconduct or for any other reason- 
able cause. Provided that no such order shall be made until an opportunity has 
been given to the licensee to show cause why It should be so made. 

10- Notwithstanding anything contained in bye-law 9, any person, contravening 
any of these bye-laws shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be punishable with 
fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and, in the case of a continuing 
contravention with an additional fine which may extend to twenty rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the 
first such contravention.
